FOR 

EVERY WOMAN COUNTS (EWC) 
 

All EWC recipients must have a household income at or below 200 percent of the 
Federal Poverty Level (FPL).  Poverty level is determined by dividing the total household 
income (before taxes) by the number of persons living on this income.  The FPL 
Household Income is adjusted on an annual basis.  “Gross income” means income 
before taxes and other deductions.  
 
 
The 2014 FPL is effective from April 1, 2014 through March 31, 2015.
